Area people 
remember 
Halley’s Comet 


Several area residents over 80 years old talked 
with Jeff Miedema during the last few months 
about their impressions bf Halley’s comet which 
they viewed the first time in 1910. Sightings of this 
group were from Tennessee to Ohio to Wisconsin 
to California. The interviews follow .Ed. 

Virginia Wallas of Sierra Madre was a Ten¬ 
nessee child 7 years old when she saw the “very 
beautiful” thing in the sky. 

“I remember it was very large and long, a 
large ball of dull fire,” she says. “Every night 
for 10 days, we would go out and watch it.” 
She explains that the tail looked about 30 feet 
long as it sped across the sky. 

She hopes to go on a cruise to the Southern 
Hemisphere to see the comet one more time. 

Mary Wammock, 87, was an 11-year-old child 
living in Long Beach. 

“My father was always impressing upon us 
things of interest. He always made us aware of 
things that were going on around us,” she ex-

Explanation from 
S.M. Postmaster 

1 wish to respond to 
Larry Sutikno’s letter of 
Mar. 13, 1986 in regards 
to the Postal Service pro¬ 
viding security of the 
mail. In both instances 
cited by Mr. Sutikno re¬ 
garding the lack of se¬ 
curity — it appears the 
items torn in half and 
thrown in the street were 
prior to pickup or fol¬ 
lowing the delivery of the 
mail to a private mail 
receptable. They were 
given to the Postal Ser¬ 
vice after they were 
found in the street torn 
in half. We called the 
customer and informed 
her of the problem. She 
picked up the items and 
prepared them for re¬ 
mailing. In the other in¬ 
stance, the delivery had 
been completed and the 
article was evidently 
taken from the mail box 
after it had been de¬ 
livered. 

The security of the 
mail is of paramount im¬ 
portance to the Postal 
Service and this is in¬ 
stilled into our employ¬ 
ees from the first day of 
employment. They are 
instructed immediately

ing handed over the 
counter at the post of¬ 
fice. Our responsibility 
ends when the final de¬ 
livery is made into the 
customer’s delivery re¬ 
ceptacle. 

The responsibility is 
the customers’ prior to 
our employee’s pick up 
of the article and after 
we make the physical de¬ 
livery to their mail box. 

We are interested in 
any theft of mail, van¬ 
dalism or rifling, whe¬ 
ther it is from our sys¬ 
tem or from the custom-

ers’ receptacle. We en¬ 
courage customers to re¬ 
port any instances of 
theft, vandalism or rif¬ 
ling, so we can report 
these to the Postal In¬ 
spection Service. It helps 
them keep track of pos¬ 
sible areas where there 
is high occurrences for 
detecting their problem 
areas. 

We also advise cus¬ 
tomers to report such 
thefts from their private 
receptacles to the local 
police departments since 
it is actually theft from 
a private residence after 
delivery or prior to our 
pick up. 

We have neither the 
manpower nor the auth¬ 
ority to “police” the 
customers’ mailboxes be¬ 
fore or after delivery.

Gertrude Qerke remembers seeing it as a child 
ol 8 in the Midwest. She says her mother pulled 
them liom the bedrooms and showed the comet to 
them from the window of their home in Milwau¬ 
kee, Wis She particularly remembers the long tail 
on the comet. 

At the age of 9(). Rudy Hartman remembers 
well the nights of the comet when he lived m 
Santa Motiica. 

Qf. Petarson remembers his lather picking him 
np at the back door of their home oti West 
Pasadena Ave. 

"It was a wonderful thing to see. 1 can still 
see It in niy mind today. It had a large head 
\yith a long tail on it .” 

Mildred Hubbard Mlllatein lived in Palmdale 
when she saw the comet in 1910. She says her 
mother got them up "at .1 or 4 in the morning, 
fihe describes Halley’s Comet: "It had a long, 
yellowish tail.” and remembers “a low, rumbling 
noise as it stayed suspended in the air.” 

Adelaide Proctor was a teenager in high 
school in western Montana. She went with a group 
of friends up to Duffy Hill to sing songs, star 
ga/.c and look for the comet. 

Ihc first night they didn’t spot it and left 
at dawn. Ihey were a group of sleepy students at 
school that day. However, they went back another 
night and saw it. She remembers seeing it for 12 
nights after that and describes its "orange ball and 
tail.” 


Henry J. Weber says he had read in a daily 
pa|H-r that scientists had predicted the comet would 
be here. He sat out on the cornerstone in front 
of his house and watched for it. He saw it again 
atid again for several night. He says it was in the 
western sky, crossing from north to south. It “stood 
out” iti front of the stars. 

The gas lights used in 1910 did not put out 
enough light to get in the way of viewing the 
Comet. 

Ina Gray was 10 years old when she saw 
Halley’s Comet. Her parents woke the children and 
she remembers, “It was gorgeous. We were spell- 
boimd by It. I can still see it if I close my 
eyes.” 

She says the whole sky lighted up with its 
“pretty colors.” 

Mark I wain had the distinction of being born 
when Halley’s Comet visited the world in 1835 
and by a freak of fate died when it came around 
again. It was his wish to “go out” with the comet.

"1 came in with Halley’s Comet in 1835. 
It is coming again next year, and I expect to go 
out with it. It will be the greatest disappointment 
of my life if I don’t go out with Halley’s Comet.

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Students receive 
gift of tree 
for Aibor Day

As the vast forests of America began to fall 
to the ax, foresighied individuals saw the im¬ 
portance of preserving one of our nation’s most 
valuable resources and lobbied for laws which 
would preserve forests for future generations. 

In 1872, J. Sterling Morton of Nebraska, pre¬ 
sented the idea of a national holiday which would 
promote education of our forested regions to child¬ 
ren. It certainly is fortunate that such education 
was fostered which later led to laws that protect 
timber by requiring lumber companies to plant a 
tree for every tree cut down. Now, that science 
has discovered many merits for wooded areas not 
known at the turn of the century, it is truly a 
blessing that forests were farmed rather than destroy¬ 
ed. 

An eight-foot Brisbane box tree from Aus¬ 
tralia was prepared for planting recently by Ra¬ 
phael Benson of Tatum’s Nursery. Benson told 
students of the various merits of trees, for example: 
More than 10,000 products are made from trees 
ranging from medicines to ice cream; trees act as 
natural filters that freshen and clean the air. They 
are good sound buffers along noisy roads. Trees 
add value to a home; one acre of wooded land 
can produce enough air for eight people to use for 
18 years. Trees guard against soil erosion and pro¬ 
vide a water shed that prevents flooding in the 
mountains. They lower temperatures, while adding 
moisture to the air, and of course, they provide 
beauty. 

The Brisbane Box (Tristania Laurina) was select¬ 
ed for a dry, barren spot in the patio of the 
school. Because it comes from a hot, dry en-

The Canyon 
Gardener 

by Greg Martin 

In today’s column 
1 will take you into the 
secret life of vegetables, 
or “veggies” as they 
sometimes prefer to be 
called. 

First and foremost, 
vegetables like a good, 
rich soil to start their 
roots growing in. To 
help them get their 
best start, I use a gen¬ 
erous helping of chic¬ 
ken manure and plant¬ 
ing mix added to my 
soil, and I work these 
into the ground as least 
a foot. 

When watering them,

Income (SSI) payments 
are based in part on fi¬ 
nancial need; therefore, 
any person getting SSI 
whose income changes 
should notify Social Se¬ 
curity without delay, 
Joann Hughes, Social 
Security manager in 
Monrovia, said recently. 

A married person 
should also report any 
change in the income of 
his or her spouse. In ad¬
